racist, sexist, anti-gay bigots...

In ARA, we believe that the best defense against racism and 
fascism is community organizing and education. We don't lobby for 
more “hate laws” or for people to be charged for spreading racism 
and anti-semitism, because we know that whatever power the gov¬ 
ernment has can be used against anybody, anytime Check out the 
story about Dudley Laws of the Black Action Defense Committee 
to see how far Metro’s finest will go to silence one of their critics - 
just to give one example of how our friends get targeted by politi¬ 
cally-motivated police. 

But at the same time, we aren't sad when nazis end up in court, 
and have to deal with the “cyst”em. After all, the whole fascist 
movement is about making other people’s lives miserable and 
taking away our rights - to love who we want, to control our own 
bodies, to live and work where we want, to join labour unions if we 
want, to live with dignity and self-respect. 


DOUG COLLINS & THE NORTH SHORE NEWS 

Out in British Columbia, anti-semitic newspaper columnist Doug 
Collins was found to have “exposed Jews to hatred” by the BC 
Human Rights Tribunal. The Tribunal ruled that four articles pub¬ 
lished in the free weekly newspaper, “The North Shore News”, taken 
together, perpetuated centuries-old myths about Jews. Collins has 
been ordered to pay a small fine and the newspaper is ordered to 
publish a summary of the ruling. 

Collins’ articles included one about the movie “Schindler’s List” 
which accused Jews of controlling the media and exaggerating the 
number of Jews who died in the Nazi Holocaust. 

The B.C. Press Council was very upset about the ruling, as was 
the B.C. Civil Liberties Association. That puts them in bed with Paul 
Fromm, Zundel and all their pals. 


ERNST ZUNDEL, “GURU OF HATE” 

Ernst Zundel, the "Jimmy Swaggert" of the modern fascist move¬ 
ment, has been in and out of court for more than a year now, facing 
a Canadian Human Rights Tribunal over the website run by him and 
his lover Ingrid Rimland in California. Zundel specializes in pre¬ 
tending that the German Nazis were fine, upstanding Germans who 
are being unfairly maligned by a powerful Zionist lobby. According to 
Zundel, the Holocaust of six million Jews and millions of Roma 
people, gay and lesbian people, anti-fascists and leftists just never 

happened. 

This past fall, he 
brought in several high 
profile nazis and fellow 
travellers to testify for him 
at the Human Rights 
Committee Tribunal. 

Bernard Klatt came in 
from Oliver, British 
Columbia, where he 
used to run an Internet 
server called Fairview 
Technology Centre. 
Fairview hosted web¬ 
sites for Zundel’s fascist friends until he sold it last 
year after public pressure. Klatt swears up and down that he is not a 
fascist himself, but he sure makes a point of coming to Zundel’s 
defense whenever he gets a chance. This is Klatt back in May of 
last year when the hearings began, chilling with Barbara Kulaszka. 

Up next was Eric Weber. He’s director of the Institute for 
Historical Review in California, a fascist think-tank dedicated to 
whitewashing the history of the German nazis. Then came Robert 
Faurisson, another world-infamous French Holocaust denier. He 
was only here for a few days, but may be back when the Tribunal 
resumes later this spring. 



GEORGE BURDI & RESISTANCE RECORDS 

George Burdi was charged with "promoting hatred” and “con¬ 
spiracy to promote hatred" back in the fall of 1997, in connection 
with his record company RESISTANCE RECORDS. Resistance was 
technically based in Detroit while Burdi lived in Windsor. Bands 
recorded and promoted by Resistance included Bound for Glory, 
Burdi’s own RaHoWA (for “Racial Holy War”), Aggravated Assault, 
Bersekr, and Excessive Force (from Brampton, just outside Toronto). 

For months, Burdi and the Resistance co-owners, Joe Talic and 
Jason Snow tried to make a deal to escape jail time, but it didn't fly. 
Now rumour has it that they've brought in Doug Christie, lawyer for 
nazis in Canada, to defend them on a ‘free speech’ platform. More 
details soon... 

DUDLEY LAWS - FREE AT LAST! 

Dudley Laws was a founder of the Black Action Defence 
Committee, formed in 1988 to protest the shooting of Lester 
Donaldson by Toronto cops. Ever since, BADC has been on the 
front-line when police empty their guns into (usually) unarmed 
people on Toronto’s streets. And that’s not all. BADC’s phone rings 
constantly, because when people have a problem with racism on 
the job, with their landlord, with the schools, whatever, then BADC 
does whatever they can to help. 

A long time ago the cops decided they hated BADC and Dudley 
Laws. They spent hundreds of thousands of dollars watching the 
BADC office from a building they rented across the street. They 
tapped phones, interviewed neighbours and landlords, tried to sue 
Dudley for libel, and arrested him on several charges that some¬ 
how never came to anything. They also sent undercover cops into 
the BADC office, begging Dudley for help to get into the US, Ille¬ 
gally, to visit family or do other important things. Eventually, one 
such trip was arranged and Dudley was charged with smuggling 
these cops - oops, illegal aliens! - over the border. 

Well, it took eight long years and countless court appearances, 
but appeal court judges finally threw this case out in February.

From April 7-11 in Toronto, Human Life International (HLI) will be 
hosting their 18th Conference on "Love, Life & the Family". This con¬ 
ference will draw hundreds of anti-choice bigots from across North 
America. HLI is not only one of the strongest anti-choice organiza¬ 
tions in the United States today, but it also spreads anti-Semitism, 
racism and homophobia. 


HLI & violence against abortion providers 

HLI has no qualms about working with some of the most mili- 

® tant anti abortion activists. For example, just last year HLI 
hired Don Treshman to act as their public relations 
spokesman. Treshman is a regional director of the American 



Coalition of Life Advocates (ACLA), founded by anti-abortion activists 
who were unwilling to denounce the murders of abortion providers. 

Its membership has included several signers of the infamous 
"Defensive Action Declaration" that explicitly states that "whatever 
force is legitimate to defend the life of a born child is legitimate to 
defend the life of an unborn child." 

On Saturday, April 10, HLI is holding a day-long "youth seminar" in 
Toronto organized by another HLI leader with connections to 
/W\ anti-abortion terrorism. Joan Andrews-Bell and her husband 
Chris Bell run a "home for unwed mothers" in Hoboken, New 
Jersey. Up until a year ago, they employed their friend James 
Kopp. Last December, Kopp's car was spotted behind the 
home of Barnett Slepian, an abortion provider in Buffalo NY, 

, at about the same time as an assassin shot and killed 
Dr. Slepian. Kopp and Andrews-Bell have been 
friends since at least 1986, when he was arrested in 
at a protest against her sentencing for a clinic invasion. 

Jf \ They have been arrested together at clinic blockades since 
then. The last time HLI came to Toronto, in 1988, she was 
arrested at a blockade outside the Morgentaler Clinic. 

HLI’s Racism and Anti-Semitism 

According to HLI founder Paul Marx: "Notice how many 
Jews helped lead the infamous abortion planning 
meeting in Los Angeles, which I exposed; some 40% of 
| the speakers were Jewish. Also note the large number 
VjX ab o rti ° nisls (consult the yellow pages) and the pro¬ 
abortion medical professors who are Jewish." Marx has 
also fingered Muslim doctors as responsible for abor¬ 
tion among German women. A workshop on the 
"Moslem Threat to the World" was scheduled for HLI's 
annual conference in 1995, held in Montreal. The work¬ 
shop was cancelled after a storm of protest; organizers 
cited "security concerns". 

Featured speakers during the conference included two representa¬ 
tives of the small anti-communist group Centre d’infomration 
nationale Robert Rumilly (CINRR), CINRR treasurer, Maurice 
Prevost, said during his presentation that: "People are adopting 
from outside of the country, while we're aborting our own blood and 
our own religion... and that's just the tip of the iceberg: in our 
schools, social workers are inciting young girls to get abortions. 
Let's not mince words: we can really talk about a holocaust in 
Quebec."

THE MAN 

Mumia Abu-Jamal was born April 23, 1954 in 
Philadelphia. He has 3 children and 3 grand¬ 
children. At age 15, he co-founded the Philly 
chapter of the Black Panther Party. He is a well 
known Journalist and recipient of awards and 
honors for his reporting on police misconduct, 
abuse of authority, and racial discrimination, 
education and housing in Philadelphia. He 
exposed police and prosecutorial wrongdoing 
in police attacks on the MOVE organization, a 
revolutionary “family" of activists in 
Philadelphia. 

THE CASE 

On the night of Dec. 9, 1981, Police Officer 
Daniel Faulkner was . Mumia Abu-Jamal, who 
had arrived on the scene, was also shot, 
wounded and beaten. Mumia was tried before 
Judge Albert Sabo in 1982.The mostly white 
jury recommended the death penalty while 
Mumia was barred from the courtroom. In 
1992, Mumia was able to hire an attorney in to 
reopen the investigation. In June 1995, an 
appeal was filed. Gov. Tom Ridge signed 
Mumia’s death warrant just before this but it 
was later put on hold until the appeal was 
heard. Sabo denied the motion for discovery, 
refused to hear witnesses and rejected every 
issue raised by the defense. 
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THE MOVEMENT 

A Committee to Save Mumia Abu Jamal was 
established in the United States which 
included such well known figures as Whoopi 
Goldberg, Harry Belafonte, Edward Asner, and 
Ossie Davis. Jello Biafra, KRS 1, and Rage 
Against the Machine are other prominent 
artists who have lent their talents to the cam¬ 
paign. Thousands of people rallied in 1995 to 
save Mumia’s life when the death warrant was 
signed. We may need to do that again. 

Mumia’s final state appeal was denied by 
the PA Supreme Court on Oct. 26th. A death 
warrant may be signed soon. Then the case 
will go into the federal courts but only public 
pressure will free Mumia. 


Shortly before 6 a.m., the speaker in this tiny, barren cell blaresa message, said to be from 
prison superintendent David Owens:’’A Merry Christmas to all inmates of the Philadelphia prison 
system. It is our hope that this will be the last holiday season you spend with us.” A guard reads 
Owen’s name and the speaker falls silent for a half-hour. I wonder at the words, and ponder my 
first Christmas in the Hospital wing of the Detention Center. 

I have finally been able to read press accounts of the incident that left me near death, a 
policeman dead, and me charged with his murder. It is nightmarish that my brother and I should 
be in this foul predicament, particularly since my main accusers, the police, were my attackers as 
well. My true crime seems to have been the survival of their assaults, for we were the victims that 
night. To add insult to injury, I have learned that the forces of “law & order” have threatened my 
mother and burned, or permitted the burning, of my brother’s street business. Talk about curbside 
justice! According to some press accounts, cops stood around the fire joking, and then celebrated 
at the stationhouse. Nowhere have I read an account of how I got shot, how a bullet happened to 
find its way near my spine, shattering a rib, splitting a kidney, and nearly destroying my 
diaphragm. And people wonder why I have no trust in a “fair trial”! Nowhere have I read that a 
bullet left a hole in my lung, filling it with blood! Nowhere have I read how police found me, lying 
in a pool of my blood, unable to breathe, and then proceeded to punch, kick, and stomp me - not 
question me. I remember being rammed into a pole or a fireplug with police at both arms. I 
remember kicks to my head, my face, my chest, my belly, my back, and other places. But I have 
read no press accounts, and have heard tell of no witnesses. 

Nowhere have I read of how I was handcuffed, thrown into a paddy wagon, and beaten, kicked, 
punched and pummeled. Where are the witnesses to a police captain or inspector entering the 
wagon and beating me with a police radio, all the while addressing me as a “Black motherfucker!”. 
Where are the witnesses to the beating that left me with a four inch scar on my forehead? A 
swollen jaw? Chipped teeth? Not to end prematurely, who witnessed me pulled from the paddy 
wagon, dropped three feet to the cold hard earth, beaten some more, dragged into Jefferson 
Hospital, and then beaten inside the Hospital as I fought for breath on one lung? I awoke after 
surgery to find my belly ripped from top to bottom, with metallic staples protruding. My penis, 
strapped to a tube, and tubes leading from each nostril to God knows where, was my first recol¬ 
lection. My second was intense pain and pressure in my already ripped kidneys, as a policeman 
stood at the doorway, a smile on his mustached lips, his nametag removed and his badge 
covered. Why was he smiling and why the pain? He was standing on a plastic, square bag, the 
receptacle for my urine! Am I to trust these men, as they attempt to murder me, again, in a public 
hospital? Not long afterwards, I was shaken to consciousness by a kick at the foot of the bed. I 
opened my eyes to see a cop standing in the doorway, an Uzi submachine gun in his hands. 
“Innocent until proven guilty?”.

HLI’s anti-Semitism is also evident in their favorite propa¬ 
ganda technique - comparing abortion to the Nazi Holocaust 
of six million Jews, millions of gay people, Roma people, and 
anti-fascists. In this way, they insult the memory of the Nazis' victims, 
and compare women who have abortions to mass murderers. 
Meanwhile, HLI works with pro-Nazi organizations like the European 
Doctors Association, co-founded by Siegried Ernst and Wolgang 
Borowsky. In the 1980s, Borowsky was a member of the Free 
Rudolph Hess Committee (Hess wa a high-ranking nazi party 

member during the Third Reich sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment at Nuremberg.) The campaign to free Hess was a top 
priority for the German far-right in the 1980s. Siegfried Ernst, 
meanwhile, has been listed as HU's "German advisor." Another 
member of the European Doctors Association is include Martin 
Humer of Austria, who spoke at their annual Word Conference in 
Cincinnati in 1996. 

HLI’s Homophobia 

One of the workshops planned for this year's conference is 
called "Abnormal relationships: same sex attraction and mar¬ 
riage". HLI's promotion of homophobia has been a consistent 
theme, which has taken different forms over the years. On the 
more "extreme" side, HLI worked with so-called "researcher" Paul 
Cameron throughout the 1980s. Cameron was expelled from the 
American Psychological Association in 1983 for his bogus research 


and for misusing other researchers' work. Among his conclusions 
were queers are more likely than their straight counterparts to 
engage in rape, child molestation, and serial killing, and that less 
than 2% of gay men live to old age. In 1987, Cameron suggested 
that homosexuality be made a federal offense, that people infected 
with HIV should be branded on their foreheads with the letter 'A' (for 
AIDS), and that eventually society would have to eliminate all "car¬ 
riers" of this disease. 

When queer activists learned that Cameron was scheduled to 
speak at the 1995 HLI conference in Montreal, they raised 
the roof and exposed his support for murdering queers and 
people living with AIDS. In keeping with Catholic tradition, HLI 
opposes euthanasia and the death penalty, and were forced into 
dropping Cameron from the conference. However, they did welcome 
Randall Terry of Operation Rescue, another prominent homophobe 
who has also advocated making homosexuality an offense punish¬ 
able by death. 

Other HLI speakers take the more "moderate" view that queers can 
be healed of their desires by therapy. But this approach also props up 
queer hatred and encourages people to see homosexuality as a 
disease. In a society where young queers are far more likely to 
commit suicide than straight kids, because of low self-esteem, this 
kind of homophobia can be just as deadly as the Randall Terry 
variety. 

All out to stop HLI! 







Paul Fromm is a 

long-time activist with the extreme racist 
right. He was fired from the Peel Board 
of Education in 1997 for his continued 
association with fascist, neo-Nazi orga¬ 
nizations, including the Heritage Front 
and the U.S. based National Alliance. 

Most recently, Fromm operated a 
"hospitality suite" at the “United 
Alternative" Convention in Ottawa in 
order to peddle his soft-sell fascism to 
elected Canadian Politicians. The con¬ 
vention was organized by the Reform 
Party of Canada in an effort to unite 
Reformers and Tories to defeat the 
Liberals. 


Racists left in the cold! 


Yet again, "suit & tie" neo-Nazi Paul Fromm took a hit from Anti-Racist Action! 

On Saturday, February 27, ARA paid a visit to Fromm's "Alternative Forum" at Swansea 
Town Hall (95 Lavinia Ave, Toronto), a government funded facility. On this particular night, 
Fromm was hosting Stephen McNallen, a a new age nut and "High Priest" of the nordic 
pseudo-religion, Asatru. 

Asatruar, as adherents of Asatru are called, claim that Caucasians inhabited North America 
"long before the Indians." Their proof? It’s a skeleton found in California called "Kennewick 
Man" and determined to be 9,300 years old. Scientist disagree over the "race" of Kennewick 
Man, but the Asatruar are so certain that Kenny is Caucasian—and an fellow Asatruar, no 
less—that they've filed in U.S. Federal court to stop the return of the skeleton to the Umatilla 
First Nations in Washington State. 

Several Fromm followers were still setting up for McNallen when ARA showed up. Fromm's 
meeting room was close to the entrance and as soon as the racists saw us coming, they 
jammed a table in the doorway to their room and started yelling for someone to call the police. 

Once it became clear that a mere table will not stop us (and after a few windows were 
smashed), the racists sprayed us with a fire extinguisher rather than fight like the "brave war¬ 
riors" they pretend to be. 

Once the dust from the extinguisher settled a little, we delivered a letter to Swansea Town 
Hall and carried on with a boisterous picket outside. Soon after, several boneheads arrived on 
the scene, including "Hobo" Kryzmowski of Brampton who was involved with the anti-Roma 
demonstration held in the summer of 1997. 

ARA pledges to return to Swansea Hall 
should Paul Fromm return. In the meantime, why not give Swansea Hall a call & let them 
know what you think of about giving neo-Nazis a place to meet?
